806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because various types of amplifiers may

be pumped by a pump laser. The subcombination has separate utility such as an 
amplifier in another optical system. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Newly submitted Claims 110-119 are directed to inventions that are independent 
or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Claims 110-119 are drawn to a broadband amplifier while original Claims 39, 40 
and 95-109 are drawn to a broadband pump assembly comprising a pump laser. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits.
